which has just closed with a debt of $6,200.81, and during the 


first six months there was a large falling off in receipts as compared 
with the previous year, Pastors and contributors assigned asthe 
cause of this the extraordinary efforts that were put forth to free 
the Boards, of Home and Foreign Missions from. the heavy debts 


with which they had. been struggling. for years. . Bat during. the 


last, four months, especially. in March, there. was. a remarkable 

advance i in the receipts. Our indebtedness, owing to the, expendi- 

ture,of large sums. for indispensable outlay , on. buildings, ..is 
increased, but then we. have the proceeds to, show. for it, 
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Treasurer's report. In addition to these Rey. W.,R. Coles, of 
Aiken, C., collected for his school and church $822.63, and Rey. 
Calvin, McCurdy, of Rome, Ga., collected $871.21 for his church, . 
| and $1,400 were sent to Rey, Stephen Mattoon, D. D., for scholar- e 
ships in Biddle University, But, unfortunately, the reports of the .

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donations did not reach us until some time after the books were 
closed, and they consequently, do not appear, in the statistical tables 
nor in the report of the Treasurer. This is to be regretted, but 
the fault is not with the Treasurer or-any officer or member of the 
Board. This will explain to the contributors to these three cauges 
why. their.gifts are not acknowledged, i inthe, report for. this. yeat. 
If we add these three sums, amounting to $3,093.84, to $115, 203.83, 
acknowledged in the statistica tables, it will be seen that the actual 
receipts were $118,297.67; our outlays fo the year for the 
purposes mentioned in the Mresburer’s report were $123, 134. 26; or 
if we add the. contributions made for Mr. Cole’s school, Mr. 
McCurdy’s church and the scholarships at Biddle University, 
$3,093.84, our expenditures were $126,228.10, leaving a debt of 
$14,131.24, to the liquidation of which the Board and its officers 
will devote all. possible:.¢nergy..

There has been contributed especially for 
this building $14,639.92, of which amount the women of the 
church have given over $13,000. The last Assembly commended 
this seminary especially to the women of the church and most 
nobly. have they responded to the appeal. Our older institutions, 
Biddle University, Scotia Seminary,‘ Wallingford Academy ‘and 
Fairfield and Brainerd Institutes have done their usual godd work 
during the year.

ANCREASED INTEREST IN, THE 2" 

The, importaned, of seducating and. elevating the Freedmen, we 
are glad to: note, is:awakening a deeper interest in the minds of the 
people both: of ‘the: Church and! the: State. The future. of the 
Negro 'race:asi it regards the State is.felt and acknowledged to be 
one: of :the: most: serious and.:difficult questions before: the country. 
‘Their rapidly increasing: numbers, the degraded condition. in which 
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Missions for Freedmen 11 


the mass of them still remains promise little. towards the hope: of 
future good government in the land. And when it is remembered 
that there are 1,420,000 voters among them, of whom 1,065,000 
are illiterates; that they already hold the balance of power in 
eight Southern States; that these voters control 67 of our 401 
electoral votes, 65 of our 825 Congressmen and 16 of our 76 
United States Senators, it is not at all to be wondered at that our 
wisest and best men in all ‘sections of the land are beginning to 
regard their future as a question of most serious import to the 
welfare of the country and the Government. We have .been 
amazed that the gravity of: this question has not long before this 
commanded the serious consideration of statesmen and patriots as 
well.as:of Christians. There is a feeling in the minds of thinking 
men fast leading them to the conviction that if twenty-five years 
from to-day they see good government in the land, it will depend 
on one: condition not yet fulfilled: 4. ¢., the education of those 
illiterate voters. The fact that a: new element, not taken into 
the account when its foundations were laid, has. been thrust into 
the Government, is forcing men to ponder very seriously this 
Negro problem. They see and are beginning ‘to realize that it is 
no small matter, but a tremendous and startling fact that nearly a — 
_ million and a half of ignorant men are: made voters, and told to 
vote on the most difficult questions—questions of public policy. 
Involving the interest of half a continent, and more than fifty 
millions of people, before they can read one syllable: of the 
_ Constitution under which they were told to vote. The significant 

providence of God which, nineteen years ago, placed the ballot in 
the hand of the Negro, is beginning to attract the serious attention 
of the nation, and the.conviction is forcing itself on’ the: minds of 
the people, both North and South, that the hand that holds that 
ballot must be guided by an educated mind and an enlightened 
conscience. And they are beginning to realize the fact also, that 
if: the Freedmen ever rise to the full appreciation of American 
citizenship, we must help them, ane that v we rmoust do _ for our 
own and for our country’s sake. — ‘

A considerable portion of the work has been exapained duclans 
the past year, and reports liave been made from ‘time to time to the 
Board.

humble cabins of their people. In the discharge of this duty

crops. and low prices that have so long prevailed, have effected a 


paralysis of the agricultural interest. .This condition of things 
affects both whites and. blacks,. but is felt mostly by the blacks 


because they are so generally farmers. The “boom” in business — 


in the south is mostly confined to mining and manufacturing 
interests, in which the colored people have no share. It is a sad 
trath that the'‘condition ‘of these people, in many parts of ‘the 
south, is’ bécoming worse every year, and that by no fault’ of their 
own. ‘Many’ who bought little farms and partly paid‘ for them 
tén ‘years ‘ago, have not only not been able to complete their pay- 
ments, but have seen debts increase in spite of their utmost 
exertions, and finally have seen their little homes, their stock, all 
their possessions go by forced sale, to satisfy importunate claims. 
Much ;as.the colored people are. attached to the. places, where 
they grew up, thousands of them would gladly go to Arkansas, to 
Texas, or, to, any other place where. they could better, their. con-
